Insurance 

Major expansion of animal life insurance 
coverage to include horses—from flat racers to 
farm animals—as well as cattle, was announced 
recently by the Animal Insurance Company of 
America (AICAj. 

Under the company s new program, all 
horses, including flat racers, trotters, pacers and 
polo ponies, and the farm livestock—mules, 
too—join the insurance eligibility circle of 
pedigreed dogs, hunting hounds, as well as 
cats with a genealogy, according to Milton M. 
Weiss, AICA president. 

As filed with the New York State Insurance 
Department, the unique schedule sets annual 
life insurance premiums of from 4^4 per cent 
for yearlings at auction sales to 8 per cent 
for farm mares and registered draft stallions. 
Special short term coverage is applied to ani¬ 
mals displayed at shows and exhibits. Rates 
of U/5 per cent for 15 days to 3l/i per cent 
for three months include protection for trans¬ 
portation. 

Age limits on horses, which can be covered 
by life insurance, are from 30 days of age to 
8 years inclusive for flat racers and geldings, 
and to 14 years for shetlands, brood mares and 
service stallions. A top age limit of 12 years 
IS placed on hunters, saddle and harness horses, 
polo ponies, trotters and pacers, and draft 
horses. Quarter horses can be insured only 
up to age 10. 

Mules are insurable from 30 days to 8 years 
at a 7 per cent annual premium. All cattle, 
pure bred or grade, including bulls, cows’ 
heifers and calves, are eligible for life insur- 
ance under the new plan from 3 months to 9 
years of age at a rate of 6 per cent. A de¬ 
ductible herd policy is available at 3 per cent 
on cattle from age 3 months to 10 years. 

A special rate covering death by fire, light¬ 
ning, and transportation only is available at a 
rate of one per cent annually.

AND IT CAME TO PASS: In May, 1956, 
when Horace A. ‘'Jimmy” Jones brought Calu¬ 
met Farm s Fabius to Pimlico for the Preakness, 
the writer asked Parnell, Missouri’s ex-mayor, 
for a line on his untried two-year-olds. Jones’s 
selections were: 1. Gen. Duke; 2. Iron Liege; 
3. Simon Kenton. 

A year later, Gen. Duke broke a foot bone 
in equaling the nine-furlong world record in 
the Florida Derby and Iron Liege ably depu¬ 
tized for Wistful’s firstling in the Kentucky 
Derby. Pimlico then was Calumet’s next port 
of call and another chat with Jones seemed in 
order. 

"Well, I like our Tom Fool—Two Lea colt 
an awful lot,” was Jones’s reply when asked 
to put his finger on Calumet’s top two-year-old 
of 1957. 

When, a few weeks ago, the round and 
jolly Calumet conditioner returned to his happy 
Hilltop hunting grounds, he brought with 
him a colt boasting seven straight successes. 
His name was Tim Tam, not-so-fresh from a 
hard-earned Derby victory which, together with 
triumphs in the Derby Trial, Florida Derby, 
Fountain of Youth, Flamingo and Everglades, 
had gained him recognition as one of the 
leaders of his generation. 

It was left for the Preakness to decide that 
Tim Tam was the top-ranking three-year-old 
in the nation. Some folks said that the poor 
condition of the Churchill Downs strip on 
Derby Day did not make for a true race. 
Then, too, some Silky Sullivan die-hards still 
held hope that given a fast track their idol 
could swallow any sophomore in training. 

Even Tim Tam’s stable wasn’t ready to 
concede that its colt had the ability of Gen. 
Duke, but after the race there were signs of 
capitulation. 

Ten colts and one gelding lined up against 
Tim Tam in the 82nd Preakness on May 17. 
Lincoln Road went right to the front at the 
break and sought to complete the job he had 
left unfinished in the Florida and Kentucky 
Derbies. The speed horses jammed up Tim 
Tam early and Jockey Ismael Valenzuela, 
substituting for fibula-fissured Bill Hartack’ 
dropped his colt into position along the rail. 

As far back as ninth in the early running, 

June, 1958 


Tim Tam stole ’ to the leaders without any 
apparent ^prodding from his rider, who had 
the good fortune to find running room along 
the rail. Turning for home, Tim Tam made 
his lone deviation from the shortest route 
possible when he was taken outside the front¬ 
running Lincoln Road. With that sudden 
burst the race was over. Tim Tam drew off to 
a length-and-a-half victory. Anticipated late 
challenges from Noureddin and Silky Sullivan 
failed to materialize. 

Lincoln Road, which hadn’t won a race in 
almost a year, was not threatened for second 
money by Llangollen’s Gone Fishin’, which 
finished a nose in front of E. 1. Potter Tr’s 
Plion. ' ^ ' 

The winner’s time for the mile and three- 
sixteenths over a fast but dull strip was 
1*57-1/5. Mrs. Gene Markey, mistress of 
Calumet, was not present; she had sailed for 
Europe on Preakness eve. Jones advised her of 
Tim Tam s victory by shore-to-ship telephone 
aboard the SS. America. 

THE WORD’S OUT: Now, if you have pad 
and pencil at hand, jot down these names: 
On-and-On and Torocuik. These are the colts 
(foals of 1956) for which Jimmy Jones has 
great expectations. This summer and fall you 
might be hearing a lot about them. On-and- 
On is a *Nasrullah colt from Two Lea, and 
thus a half-brother to Tim Tam. Torocuik is 
by Bull Lea, from * Penicuik II, dam of the 
Derby and Preakness winner Pensive. 

IKE’S RIGHT: Brimming over with confi¬ 
dence after Pimlico had closed its 12-day 
spring meeting with a 6 per cent gain in at¬ 
tendance and a 2 per cent hike in handle, 
Messrs. Ben and Herman Cohen and Lou Pond- 
field took President Eisenhower’s “Buy Now” 
admonition at face value and acquired op¬ 
erating rights to some property in West Vir¬ 
ginia. The tract, located at Charles Town, 
thus making the Cohens and Pondfield a 
neighbor of Bill Hartack, is enhanced by a 
number of buildings which include barns, a 
grandstand and a three-quarter-mile racetrack. 

The deal, consummated between the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club officials and the widow of 
the late A1 Boyle, gave the former party op¬ 
erating control of Charles Town. Plans for a 
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Trainer H. A, Jones leads in Tim Tam f/ter 
the indomitable Calumet colt won Pimlico s 
Preakness. I. Valenzuela is up on Tim Tam. 


75-day meeting opening June 6 were quickly 
set up, although exact details of the transac¬ 
tion were not made known immediately. 

BACKTRACKING; Brookmeade Stable’s 
Oligarchy, whose hard-earned victory over Iron 
Liege in the Widener Handicap made the win¬ 
ter a success for Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane, came 
up a short horse in the 45th running of the 
Laurel Handicap on April 26 but was good 
enough to win in a close brush with Paper 
Tiger. 

Eight started in the oldest of Laurel’s stakes 
and Roslyn Farm’s Go Lightly was first to 


assert his authority. But Oligarchy, with Bal¬ 
timore-born Sam Boulmetis doing the thinking 
for him, replaced the Faultless horse at the 
half mile grounds and appeared headed for an 
easy victory. Oligarchy held a three-length lead 
turning into the stretch but soon thereafter was 
engaged by Paper Tiger. It was all Boulmetis 
could do to hold off the charge of Mrs. Ethel 
D. Jacobs’ horse. The margin was a nose. The 
time for the mile and a sixteenth, 1:43-1/5, 
was only two-fifths slower than Golden Bull’s 
record. 

Go Lightly, which had been slow to find his 
best stride this season, was third. Two lengths 
farther back was W. H. Bishop’s Bernburgoo, 
of which more was to be heard later. 

Elliott Burch, son of long-time Brookmeade 
trainer Preston Burch, has succeeded his ailing 
sire as conditioner of Mrs. Sloane’s horses. 

TWIN BILL: Two stakes, the new Maryland 
Derby and the Laurel Spring Turf Handicap, 
shared top billing on the closing program of 
Laurel’s 29-day spring meeting on May 3. 

From a list of 24 nominations, the s$15,000- 
added Maryland Derby, for three-year-olds 
foaled in Maryland, attracted a starting field of 
nine. The Bowes Bond-trained entry of Knoll- 
wood Stable’s Movitave and Melvin P. Black¬ 
burn’s Nickel Boy was favored at 8 to 5. 

Flamingo Farm’s Tuscanaway, trying a mile 
and a sixteenth for the first time, weakened 
in the stretch after setting the early pace. 
Movitave, which had been prompting the lead¬ 
er’s pace, drifted wide on the final turn, al¬ 
lowing Milady Dares to snare the lead. The 
latter, however, failed to maintain her power 
after momentarily appearing on her way to 
victory. In the meantime, however, Joe Culmone 
had straightened Movitave and had the Colonel 
Mike filly in a position to take it all. While 
all this was going on, Clarence Meaux brought 
Mickey Boy between horses to get up for the 
win in the closing strides. 

Mickey Boy, fourth choice in the betting at 
5.30 to 1, is owned and trained by Alec J.

Bullock, whose wife is a niece of the colt s 
breeder, Mrs. George Brown, Jr. Carrying 
116 pounds and receiving weight by the scale 
from the three fillies in the race, Mickey Boy 
scampered to his half-length score in 1:46 on 
a good track. 

The win was Mickey Boys third in a four- 
race campaign this year. Last season at two he 
had 2 wins, 2 seconds and a third in 19 starts. 
The $11,125 gained in his first stakes score 
brought Mickey Boy’s earnings to $25,200. 

Foaled February 10, 1955 at Mrs. Brown’s 
Strontia Farm, Brooklandville, Mickey Boy is 
by Colonel Mike, from Grand Time’s good 
producing daughter, Furr Buckle. The Mary¬ 
land Derby victor is Furr Buckle’s second stakes 
winner, her Ring o’ Roses (Rosemont) having 
won the Georgetown and Delaware Spring 
Maiden Steeplechases in 1956. In addition, 
Furr Buckle, which died last year at the age 
of 20, produced the winners Golden Reigh 
(stakes placed), Furrdauber, Gay Wildy, 
Golden Buckle, Furry Friend, Furnish and 
London Lady. 

Colonel Mike, Mickey’s Boy’s sire, also begot 
Movitave, runner-up in the Maryland Derby 
and winner of the Pimlico Breeders’ last year 
and the Miss Maryland Stakes and Barbara 
Frietchie Handicap this season. 

Saggy’s daughter. Sew it Up, third in the 
Miss Maryland and fourth in the Governor’s 
Gold Cup, was third in the Maryland Derby. 
Nickel Boy, knocked off stride on the final 
turn, closed to be fourth, a nose behind Sew 
it Up. 

MAN OF HIS WORD: A few weeks be¬ 
fore the Laurel Spring Turf Handicap was 
run. Owner W. Hal Bishop was heard to say 
that his five-year-old Bernburgoo was going to 
win the $10,000-added race. Those who over¬

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profited by a $12 payoff. In a stirring drive 
which brought him from next to last in a field 
of eleven, Bernburgoo got up in time to post 
a length victory over W. J. Susini’s Grey 
Baby. Bernburgoo’s former stablemate, Bryn, 
was third. He also came from out of the ruck. 

Now five, Bernburgoo had won stakes at 
three and four. He is a son of *Bernborough- 
Mattar, by Burgoo King. He is owned and 
trained by Bishop, who purchased him for 
$40,000 last year. Bishop, incidentally, has 
turned the transaction into a profit. 

The Laurel Spring Turf Handicap, staged 
on a soft track and run in 1:49-2/5, was Bern¬ 
burgoo’s eleventh victory in 73 starts. He has 
earned $122,627. 

After final figures had been totted up. Laurel 
showed a 3 per cent gain in attendance. 
Wagering averaged $1,053,320, a slight in¬ 
crease over last year.

BEST AT THE WEIGHTS: Nelson B. 
Hunt’s Master Being, winner of the 1956 
Washington, D.C. International, has won only 
one race since his momentous Veteran’s Day 
triumph for the French Tricolor, but he’s still 
being penalized for his moment of glory. He 
was asked to carry 122 pounds in the mile- 
and-three-eighths Dixie Handicap at Pimlico on 
May 10. His seven opponents got in with from 
113 to 107. 

Master Being lost ground while taking the 
overland in his run at the leaders but in doing 
so he nailed all but Greentree Stable’s Pop 
Corn. The latter had followed Leap Tide’s 
early pace and then had taken over on the 
stretch turn. He wasn’t seriously threatened by 
Master Boing’s late run. 

Pop Corn, ridden by Ireland s John Ruane, 
at Dixie time America’s leading jockey, 
covered the distance over a soft course in 2.21- 
3/5, well off *St. Vincent’s record. A four- 
year-old son of *Nirgal-Boomdeay, by Amphi- 
theatre, Pop Corn was winning his first added- 
money race. Last year he was fourth in the 
Belmont Stakes and Dwyer Handicap. In all, 
he has started 29 times, won 6 races, 
ond 8 times and twice third, earning $57,055. 

Beaten a length for it all. Master Boing was 
the same margin in front of third-place Adare 
II, from C Mahlon Kline’s stable. Mrs. Eugenia 
E.’ Bankhead s Jabneh was fourth. 

HEADS I WIN: Like the earlier Dixie

"Miss Budweiser Stake" event at the Oak Brook 
Hounds Horse Show in Hinsdale, Ill., will be 
competing for the Miss Budweiser Sweep- 
stakes Challenge Trophy, which has been 
donated by Mr. and Mrs. August A. Busch, 
Jr. The show will be held June 13, 14, and 15.
